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PREFACE TO THE SECOND EDITION. 



A New Edition of a Guide to the Civil Service has been for 
soine time wanted, as the late changes hâve put ail the exist- 
ing books quite out of date. I hâve, therefore, attempted 
again to offer to intending Candidates what I hope may be 
found a tolerably complète view of the fiacts as they stand, 
and which they ought to know. There is so much in the 
présent édition which is new, that I do not apologize for 
putting it forward, although the schemes for several offices 
are not yet settled. The principle upon which they will be 
settled, however, if the présent plan holds, is readily seen. 
I hâve abridged some of the détails as to labourers and others 
of that dass, and also as to certain professional officers who 
scarcely corne within the scope of this book. The subject of 
Ârmy examinations is now introduced, together with par- 
ticulars of some of the Indian Services. 
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INTRODUCTION. 



Open compétition for the Home Civil Service îs at length thoroughly 
established. It is no longer the rare exception, bot the nile. The 
Order in Council of 4th June, 1870, by which this is donc, îs the 
natural development of the regnlations passed in 1855. This Order 
is a measure of first-rate importance. Its chief praise, perhaps, is 
that it abolishes a mass of petty corruption begun in the course of 
electioneering, and continued during a member's Parliamentary 
existence. The direct eflfect of partly clearing political lîfe of 
place-hunting is excellent, and its indirect efifect is not less so, as 
it tends to influence the public mind, and sets an example to boards, 
trustées, and individuals who hâve places to give away. Detur 
digniori is to be our motto. Again, as a stimulus to éducation, and 
as it afifects the quality of our administration, it is of national 
concem. The State can if it chooses command the best service, 
and the offices of the Government should be models of administra- 
tion. To many of our présent civil officers, I fear the new régime 
will bring loss and disappointment. Let us hope, then, that the 
good of the community will be large and gênerai. Perhaps a 
gênerons or even a just mind might regard that as a reason for 
giving some compensation to those who sufifer for their good. 

The career of a civilîan has largely ceased to fumîsh point to the 
stories which hâve been told of idleness and încapacity. But in 
the future no doubt the pace will be incrcased. The horse that 
cannot run with the team must be changed. Consîdered as a pro- 
fession, it would seem that the moral advantages are likely to be 
greater and the pecunîary less in the future than in the past. 
The restriction of nomination being removed, it cannot be doubted 
that higher qualîties of mind and body will be required to win. 
There will be more energy in the association of strongêr m€^, 
more refinement in the association of cultivated mcn. There will 
be more independence and self-reliance when each one feels that 
he himself has won his own position and \iQ^^^\.^ T«fc\s^ ^Cùa^S^i^ 
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discrimination of his chiefs rather than by the influence of friends. 
On the other hand, much of the ordinary officiai work has been 
overpaid, much of it has been done twice over or in a cumbrôus 
manner, and consequently an excessive number of clerks has been 
emplftyed. 

High pay for copying and other easy work will cease, and many 
of the Civil Servants will be disappointed when they cannot obtain 
for their sons places of the same rank as their own. The Service 
has been of many parts, without cohérence or relation ; now it is to 
be one. Eeorganization of a thorough character has been begun, 
and will probably proceed till the whole is bronght into forra. It 
will then be an engine, let us hope, adapted to its purpose, and 
capable of working without that violent destruction of individual 
interest which now seems to be an intégral part of its action. 

The principle is this. Copying and simple entries to be executed 
by "Temporary Writers," and the ordinary routine work by 
" Clerks " and " Supplementary *' Clerks. General superintendence 
and the work requiring mental powers and cultivation of a high 
order to be performed by gentlemen, for whom no différent title 
than " Clerk " has yet been found, but for whom the titles of Civilian 
and Civil Officer, with others, hâve been suggested. 

Let us now endeavour to estimate the position of each of thèse 
three classes as a profession. £eginning with the highest class, 
the first point to remark is the smallness of the probable number ; 
perhaps one or two dozen vacancies a year. The pay of this class 
has been expected to commence at 2502. a year, with an ultimate 
prospect for those who remain long enough in the Service of an 
income of something like 1200Z. Add the prospect of superan- 
nuation and the security and gênerai estimation of the position, 
and the advantages may fairly be compared with the prospects of 
successful men in the higher professions, particularly if we take 
into account their annual outlay during the early years of their 
professional life before they are fairly launched on the tide of 
success. If the smallness of the outlet ofiered did not make the 
comparison nearly useless, we might suggest, however, that the 
noble quality of freedom to pursue his own bent which attends 
the follower of art, of law, or medicine, and belongs to the author 
or the theologian, exists not for the civilian. £ut if a hesitating 
stadent of thèse professions incline to the Civil Service, at least he 
can try his chance, and will know his fate at an âge when he may 
well try another road, nor will his studios hâve led him far astray. 
As the brightest talents may not be of the right kind for the par- 
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ticnlar Une he bas chosen, so toc he may fail in tliis less original 
and more dépendent career : his heart may not be in the work, and 
that is half the battle. To work well without measure and without 
stint in any matter requiring knowlcdge or taste, it is probably 
necessary that you should put your own mark on the work and 
know that it will not be rubbed ofif and another man^s substituted 
by reason of some accident of chance relation. He may be your 
superior inherently, and he may be your inferior ; any way, he is 
not yourself, and the highest work must be indiyidual. But many 
a clever man has his livellhood to make, and hère many would do 
that with ease and pleasure to themselves and with profit to the 
State. 

The " Writers " occupy the other end of the ofiicial order. Their 
tenure is technically temporary, thongh probably, an efficient writer 
would be continued in employment pretty nearly permanently, in 
one office or another, as long as ho chose to retain his position on 
the Eegister, which is managed at the office of the Civil Service 
Commission. The pay is 10(^. an hour, withuut superannuation. 
Varions causes lead to the conclusion that the number of annual 
vacancies for this class will be considérable. 

£etween thèse two plainly-marked classes intervenes the large 
mixed class of ordinary established clerks of varions ranks, together 
with, in some offices, the class of " Supplementary Clerks," equally 
on the establishment with the others, but of inferior position. The 
whole of the Temporary and Writing clerks belong to the class 
of writers already described. Now this middle class is a very wide 
one, touching its upper and lower boundaries, and not well marked 
oflf from them. Vacancies will be numerous, and candidates may 
be expected in proportion. It is not only the young men of 16 to 
20, but their parents who see the enormous diflference between 
receiving SOL or 100/. a year, and spending the same sum or more 
in preparing for some other occupation that may never give them 
a living. Suppose a compétition is advertised for fifty vacancies of 
that value, how many hundred youths (or their parents), of fair 
éducation and pretensions, seize the opportunity, besides a larger 
number of others who hâve no reasonable chance at ail. Govern- 
ment service at, say, the same salary is pecuniarily of more value 
than private service, as there is always the attendant prospect of 
superannuation, and the immédiate gain of longer holidays and 
greater security. Then, social estimation counts for much; and 
although this difiference may now be less marked, it still remains. 
AU those of this mixed class who remain the usu&l 'WQit^KxcL%>û&fe\s!L 
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this service would attain an income, some of them of sereral 
hnndreds, some of a few hundreds a year. If at the close of their 
career, natnral or officiai, they compare their life's balance-sheet 
with very many men in ail the professions, and clerks in banks or 
in private firms, they would bave cause for congratulation. On 
the other hand, if a youth has a decided bent in any direction that 
is elevating in this wide world, decidedly he would do well to 
resist any moderato temptation such as the Civil Service offers. 
He will find his life an enjoyment, and he has many chances of 
what is commonly called more isubstantial gain. 

With thèse remarks let us tum from the subject of open com- 
pétition to that part of the officiai field (and it is still a large part) 
which is not yet included in the new plan. Besides a few impor- 
tant Departments, including the Home and Foreign Offices, there 
are numerous small offices still remaining under the System of 
patronage. The whole class of Messengers and Porters, as well as 
Warders, Matrons, and other subordinate officers, are not subject 
to compétition at ail. In other cases, as in transfers from the 
Beduhdant List, or to promote the public interest, appointments 
may be made without examination ; but thèse cases are exceptional, 
and could not usefully be discussed hère, particularly as they do 
not usually occur on first entrance into the Service. Patronage, 
then, having ceased in most of the large and important offices, the 
crowd of applicants who fear compétition will hover round a smaller 
area, and find nominations barder to obtain. It is often supposed 
that Members of Parliament hâve the right to nominate. This is 
not so. No patronage belongs to them. But a Member, especially 
a supporter of the Ministry, has influence, which in the old days 
was usually successful. The patronage belongs to the Treasury, 
or to the head of each Department where there is an independent 
political head. 

Supposing, then, a young man wishes to enter the Service, he 
should carefully consider for what office or for what class it is pru- 
dent for him to try. The dififerences, both as regards examination 
and pay, bave been almost infinité ; and although they will now 
become less, they will be considérable. The varions salaries and 
régulations will be found in subséquent pages, as far as at présent 
known. Promotion has hitherto been regulated mainly by senior ity, 
and that must always bave considérable weight. A candidate may 
therefore form an opinion as to his prospects by observing the sums 
attainable and the number of clerks in each class. The average 
number of situations to which candidates were appointed in the 
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years 1855 to 1870, appears from the Fîfteenth Report of the Civil 
Servico Commissioners to bave been 2279, viz, clerks and similar 
situations, 743 "^ ; inforior situations, such as letter-carrier, warder, 
and out-door officer, 1536. 

Tho question arises, whether this number is likely to continue. 
On tho one hand, a uniform syst-em of management may tend to 
diminish it ; on the other, an expanding oivilization gives rise to 
new wants, which require now offices to meet them. 

If our candidate chooses a nomination office, and the Minister 
accèdes to bis friend's application, he will put down his name on a 
list ; but many months, or even years, may elapse before the actual 
nomination is given, and tho candidate may hâve passed the limit 
of âge, or from change of Government or other reason the nomina- 
tion may never be given at ail. The oflfect of the nomination when 
obtained is to give the candidate a contingent right to an appoint- 
ment on probation, which right, when he succeeds in satisfying 
the Civil Servico Commissioners on ail of the four points into which 
they inquire — viz, âge, health, character, and knowledge and 
ability, as shown in examination — ^becomes a vested right, and not 
before. The examination follows a few days after nomination, and 
it may prove to be either compétitive or simply a pass. Every 
candidate, however, for a permanent derkship should hâve made 
up his mind to compote, as that is the alternative he will probably 
havo to oncounter. It is not enough that he should succeed in 
the compétition ; he must also hâve donc sufficiently well in ail the 
prescribid subjects to be adjudged to hâve passed in them. On 
the subject of rejection, I may observe that any candidate of 
averap:o ability, who bas moderately prepared himself, need not 
tremble. It appears from the Beports of the Commissionets that 
ncarly ail tho rejected candidates were rejected for dcficiencies 
in Spelling, Handwriting, or Arithmetio, or their combinations ; in 
other words, that only a very few (about 6 per cent.) who passed 
in thèse subjects were rejected for English Composition, Goography, 
Latin, &o. 

At this point let us tum to the other alternative, and consîder

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the case of the competitor tmstîng to hîmself alone. First, then, 
he Bhould watch any of the principal daily papers for the adver- 
tisements or paragraphe whîch now frequently appear announcing 
compétitions for certain vacancies. He should then apply to the 
Secretary to the Civil Service Commîssioners, at their oflSce, Cannon 
Eow, Westminster, S.W., for a copy of the régulations, and act 
precisely as directed in them. In some cases there is a Prelimi- 
nary Examination, in others none. Fées are beginning to be 
charged for eaoh examination, and they vary from 28. 6d. to 1^. 
(except in the Compétition Class I. and Indian Civil Service Com- 
pétition, for whioh the fee is 6L). The fee is not received in money, 
but an adhesive stamp must be attached to the order for examina- 
tion. It is another change, and a bénéficiai one, to examine can- 
didates in some of the chief towns, in addition to London, Dublin, 
and Edinburgh. It may be said generally that the conditions of 
thèse open compétitions, where large numbers présent themselves, 
diflfer from those of the compétitions limited by nomination de- 
Bcribed above, in requiring as a necessity that the successful can- 
didates should bave passed in fewer subjects, viz. in Spelling, 
Writing, and Arithmetic, and that in the compétition he may take 
any or ail of the subjects indicated, at his pleasure. Of course he 
takes as many as he can, in order to swell his total of marks, and 
thus increase his chance of success. 

From this point nomination and open compétition no longer 
di£fer, and assuming our candidate to hâve been successful, he is 
required to furnish reliable évidence as to his âge, his health, and 
his character. A prima facie case in thèse points is indeed a con- 
dition précèdent to examination at ail, for e, g, it would be useless 
to exatnine a candidate who was known not to be within the pre- 
seribed limits of âge. Upon the subject of âge, the principal thing 
to be understood is that the limits are fixed (an established excep- 
tion to a rule being, of course, as much law as the rule itself), and 
no arbitrary exceptions are permitted. The kind of évidence is 
indicated in the instructions printed at page xv. On the subject of 
health, a candidate bas to satisfy the Commissioners by proper 
certificates that he is ** free from any physical defect or disease 
which would be likely to interfère with the proper discharge of his 
officiai duties." To provo that his character is satisfactory, he has 
to give the names of two or more référées to whom the Commis- 
sioners may apply, and they institute such further inquiries as they 
deem necessary. He should remember that in ail points the 
burden of proof lies upon him ; that he has to satisfy the Commis- 
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sioners that he is fit for the Bituation, rather than that they hâve 
ta show his unfitness. When ail thèse matters hâve been satis- 
faotorily dealt with, the Gommissionera make a report to the 
Department concemed that he is qualified to be admitted on 
probation. He now enters his office on probation, and it is strictly 
provided that he shall not remain in the Service after six months 
hâve elapsed, unless a favourable report is made by his officiai 
superiors, and the Civil Service Commissioners thereupon issue a 
frcsh certificate, after which he holds his office at the pleasnre of 
his chief) which in practioe is permanently, except in tho case of 
grave default. 

To complote this sketch of the points which will bo interesting 
to candidates, I hâve to add that the hoors of work are usually 
from 10 to 4, in some of the higher offices 11 to 5, and in a few 
from 10 to 5. The vacation varies in diffi)rent offices from one 
month to two months. The salaries are givcn in détail in sub- 
séquent pages. Lastly, after ton years* service, the permanent 
Civil Servant who has obtainod the above-mentioned certificate, 
and whose conduct has been satisfactory, cornes into possession of 
a Parliamentary title to the benefits of superannuation. The sum 
allowed is one-sixtieth of his last salary for each year of service up 
to forty years. It may be claimed at any time (after ten years) in 
case of ill-health, and without ill-health at sixty years of âge. 
The rule may be thus illustrated. A gentleman enters the service 
at twenty, serves tiU he is fifty, and then retires on account of ill- 
health ; suppose his salary is 600/., he will reçoive 300/. a year for 
the rest of his life. 



Eyidbnoe of Ags to be Eequired from Candidates for Situations in 

the Civil Service of the Crown. 

I.— Every candidate bom in England or Wales after the 30th 
June, 1837, should produce a certificate from the Begistrar- 
General of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, or from one of lus pro- 
vincial officers. This certificate may be obtained at Somerset 
Houso, or from the superintendent registrar of the district in which 
the birth took place. 

II. — Every candidate not produoing the above certificate must 
prove his âge by statutory déclaration, and should ^\&^^Mv^'^''^âsfe. 
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produce a record of birth or baptism from some officiai register, 
nnder whîch term may be inolnded the parochial regîsters of 
baptisms, the non-parochîal regîsters of baptîsms and births depo- 
BÎted at Somerset House under Acts of Parliament, the register 
kept at the India Office of persons bom in India, &c., &c. This 
régulation applies — 

1. To ail candidates not bom in England or Wales. 

2. To candidates bom in England or Wales on or before the 

30th Jnne, 1837. 

3. To candidates who, thongh bom in England or Wales after 

the 30th June, 1837, cannot produce the Begistrar-General's 
certificate. 

The Civil Service Commissioners reserve to themselves the right 
of deciding, in each case, upon the sufficiency of the évidence pro- 
duced, but they subjoin the following gênerai rules for the guidance 
of candidates : — 

(a.) The déclaration should specify preoisely the date and place 
of birth, and should, if possible, be made by the father or 
mother of the candidate. If made by any other person, it 
should state the circumstances which enable the déclarant 
to speak to the fact. If an entry in a Bible or other 
family record be referred to, the Bible or other record 
must be produced at the tîme of making the déclaration, 
and must be mentioned in the déclaration as having been 
so produced. 

(h.) If the candidate was bom in England or Wales after the 
30th June, 1837, the déclaration must contain a statement, 
that after due inquiry no entry has been found in the 
books of the Eegistrar-General ; or a separate déclaration 
containing that statement must be made. 

(c.) N.B. — If no extract from any register is produced, the 
déclaration must contain a statement, that after due 
inquiry no such record is believed to exist ; or a separate 
déclaration containing that statement must be made. 

(d,) Statutory déclarations must be exactly in the form pre- 
scribed by the Act of 5 & 6 William IV. c. 62. 

N.B. — Clergymen, as such, are not qualified to take déclarations. 
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ORDER IN COUNCIL of 4th June, 1870. 
At Çie Court at Balmoral, the 4th day of June, 1870 ; 

PRESENT, 

The Queen's Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 

Whereas it is expédient to continue, with certain amendments, the 
existing provision for testing according to fixed rules the qualifica- 
tions of persons who may from time to time be proposed to be 
appointed, either permanently or temporarily, to any situation or 
employment in any of Uer Majesty's Civil Establishments, except 
as hereinafter mentioned : 

I. Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice of Her 
Privy Council, doth order, and it is hereby ordered, that the Right 
Honourable Sir Edward Ryan, now First Commissioner under Her 
Majesty's Orders in Council of the 21st of May, 1855, and the 
26th of April, 1862, and Greorge Webbe Basent, Esq., Doctor of 
Civil Law, or such other persons as Her Majesty may from time 
to time approve in the stead of them, or either of them, shall be 
Her Majesty's Civil Service Commissioners for testing the qualifi- 
cations of the persons so proposed to be appointed to any situation 
or employment in the Civil Establishments as afôresaid, and shall 
hold their offices during the pleasure of Her Majesty; the said 
Sir Edward Ryan continuing to be the First Commissioner, and the 
said George Webbe Basent being the Second Commissioner ; and 
shall hâve power, subjeot to the approval of the Commissioners of 
Her Majesty's Treasury, to appoint from time to time such assistant 
examiners and others as may be required to assist them in the 
performance of the duties hereinafter assigned to them. 

II. And it is hereby ordered, that (except as may be excepted 
under Clause Y II. of this Order, and in the Schedule marked B, 
annexed hereto) the qualifications of ail such persons as may be 
proposed to be appointed, either permanently or temporarily, to 
any situation or employment in any department of the Civil Service 
shall, before they are employed, be tested by or under the direc- 
tions of the said Commissioners ; and no person (except as afore- 

B 
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said) shall be employed in any department of the Civil Service tmtil 
he shall hâve been reported by the said Commissioners to be qnali- 
fied to be admitted on probation to such situation or employment 

III. No person shall be appointed to any office or employment 
in any of Her Majesty's Civil Establishments nntil he shall be 
reported by the said Commissioners to hâve satisfied them — 

Ist. That he is within the limits of âge prescribed for the situa- 
tion or employment to which he desires to be admitted ; 

2nd. That he is free from any physical defect or disease which 
would be likely to interfère with the proper discharge of 
his duties ; 

3rd. That his character is snch as to qnalify him for such situa- 
tion or employment ; and 

4th. That he possesses the requisite knowledge and ability to 
enter on the discharge of his officiai duties. 

lY. The rules applicable to each department^ under each of the 
above heads, shall be settled, subject to the approval of the Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, by the said Civil Service 
Commissioners and the chief authorities of the department. 

y. Except as hereinaffcer is excepted, ail appointments which it 
may be necessary to make, after the 3 Ist day of August next, to 
any of the situations included or to be included in Schedule A to 
this Order annexed, shall be made by means of compétitive exami- 
nations, according to régulations to be from time to time framed 
by the said Civil Service Commissioners, and approved by the 
Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, open to ail persons (of 
the requisite âge, health, character, and other qualifications pre- 
scribed in the said régulations) who may be désirons of attending 
the same, subject to the payment of such fées as the said Civil 
Service Commissioners, with the consent of the said Commissioners 
of Her Majesty's Treasury, may from time to time require ; such 
examinations to be held at such periods, and for such situations, or 
groups of situations, in the same or différent departments, as the 
said Civil Service Commissioners, with the approval of the said 
Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, shall from time to time 
détermine, and to hâve référence either to the vacancies existing 
at the time of the examinations respectively, or to the number 
which may be estimated to occur within any period not exceeding 
six months after the commencement of the examinations, as the 
said Civil Service Commissioners, after consultation with the chief 
authorities of the varions departments, and with the approval of the 
said Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, may deem expédient. 
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YI. After the candidate, reported as aforesaid by the Commis- 
sioners, bas been appointed to an office or employment, be sball 
enter on a perlod of probation, dnring wbicb bis conduct and 
capacity in the transaction of business sball be subjected to snob 
tests as may be determined by the chief of the department to wbicb 
be is attacbed, and be sball not remain in the Public Service after 
six months from the date of bis appointment, unless satisfaotory 
proofs of bis fitness sball bave been fumisbed to the chief of suob 
department, and a certificate of bis qualification sball bave been 
issued by the Civil Service Commissioners. A formai record of the 
particulars and of tbe resuit of such probation, signed by the chief 
of tbe department, sball be fumisbed to tbe Civil Senrice Commis- 
sioners, and filed in their office, and they sball tbereupon, and not 
sooner, if such record sbould be satisfaotory, issue their certificate 
of tbe candidate's qualification for employment. Tbe candidate 
after, no less tban before, tbe issue of such certificate sball bold 
bis office at tbe pleasure of tbe chief of bis department. 

YII. In case tbe chief of a department to wbicb a situation 
belongs and the Lords of the Treasury sball consider that tbe 
qualifications in respect of knowledge and ability deemed requisite 
for such situation are wb'oUy or in part professional or otherwise 
peculiar, and not ordinarily to be acquired in tbe Civil Service, and 
the said chief of the department sball propose to appoint thereto 
a person wbo bas acquired such qualifications in other pursuits, or 
in case tbe said chief of tbe department and tbe Lords of the 
Treasury sball consider that, eitber for tbe purpose of facilltating 
transfers from tbe Bedundant List, or for other reason, it would be 
for tbe public interest that examination sbould be wbolly or par- 
tially dispensed witb, the Civil Service Commissioners may dispense 
with examination, wbolly or partially, and may grant their certifi- 
cate of qualification upon évidence satisfaotory to tbem that the 
said person possesses the requisite knowledge and ability, and is 
duly qualified in respect of âge, bealtb, and character. 

YIIL And it is lastly bereby ordered, that tbe situations men- 
tioned or referred to in tbe Schedule marked B, bereto annexed,' 
sball be wbolly excepted from the opération of this Order, provided 
that tbe chief autborities of any department, with tbe concurrence 
of tbe Lords of tbe Treasury, by notice in the ' London Gazette/ 
may from time to time add situations to eitber of the said Scbedules, 
or withdraw situations therefrom, or restore thereto situations 
wbicb may bave been witbdrawn.

Candidates are ai liberty to name, before February 1, 1871, any 
or ail of thèse branches of knowledge. No subjects are obli- 
gatory. 

5. The merit of the persons examined will be estîmated by 
marks ; and the number set opposite to each branch in the pre- 
ceding Régulation dénotes the greatest number of marks that can 
be obtained in respect of it. 

6. No candidate will be allowed any marks in respect of any 
subject of examination, unless he shall be considered to possess a 
compétent knowledge of that subject.* 

7. The Examination will be conducted by means of printed ques- 
tions and written answers, and by vivâ voce examination, as may be 
deemed necessary. 

8. The marks obtained by each candidate, in respect of each of 
the subjects in which he shall hâve been examined, will bo added 
up, and the names of the candidates who shall hâve obtained 
a greater aggregate number of marks than any of the remaining 
candidates will be set forth in order of merit, and such candidates 
shall be deemed to be selected candidates for the Civil Service of 
India, provided they appear to be in other respects duly qualified ; 
and shall be permitted to choose,t according to the order in which 
they stand, as long as a choice remains, the Fresidency (and in 
Bengal, the division of the Presidency) to which they shall be 
appointed. Should any of the selected candidates become dis- 
qualified, the Secretary of State for India will determfte whether 
the vacancy thus created shall be filled up or not. In the former 
case, the candidate next in order of merit and in other respects 
duly qualified, shall be deemed to be a selected candidate. 

9. Selected candidates before proceeding to India, will be on 
probation for two years, during which time they will be examined 
periodically, with a view of testing their progress in the following

In thèse Examinatîons, as in the open compétition, the merit of the 
candidates examined will be estimated by marks, and the number 
set opposite to each subject dénotes the greatest number of marks 
that can be obtained in respect of it at any one Examination. The 
Examination will be conducted by means of printed questions and 
written answers, and by vivâ voce examination, as may be deemed 
necessary. Tho last of thèse Examinations will be held at the close 
of the second year of probation, and will be called the "Final 
Examination," at which it will be decided whether a selected 
candidate is qualified for the Civil Service of India. 

10. Any candidate who, at any of the periodical Examinations, 
shall appear to hâve wilfully neglected his studies, or to be physi- 
cally incapacitatcd for pursuing the prescribed course of training, 
will be liable to hâve his name removed from the list of selected 
candidates. 

11. No candidate will be permitted to proceed to India before he 
shall hâve passed the final Examination, and received a certificate 
of qualification from the Civil Service Commissioners, or after he 
shall hâve attained the âge of twenty-four years. 

12. The selected candidates who, at the final Examination, shall 
be found to hâve a compétent knowledge of the subjects specified 
in Kegulation 9, and who shall hâve satisfied the Civil Service 
Commissioners of their eligibility in respect of âge, health, and 
character, shall be certified by the said Commissioners to be 
entitled to be appointed to the Civil Service of India, provided 
they shall comply with the régulations in force, at the time, for 
that seivice.

General Instructions respecting the Periodical Examinations 
OF THE Candidates selected in 1871. 

Is^ May, 1871. 

It is necessary that the selected candidates shonld at once com- 
mence their spécial préparation. They will remember that they 
hâve been selected on the ground of snperior proficiency in subjects 
which (with, perhaps, the exception of Arabie and Sanskrit) are 
included within the ordinary range of English edncation. The 
Civil Service Commissioners believe that no better presumptive 
évidence of fitness can be obtained ; but it must rest with the can- 
didates themselves to gîve more conclusîve évidence, by showing 
aptitude in acquiring the spécial knowledge necessary for them in 
ttie positions which they hope to gain. They will be expected and 
required to dévote their whole time to the pursuit of this spécial 
knowledge. They must bear in mind that at the several Examina- 
tions which they hâve to pass the requirements of universities or 
collèges will not be regarded as aflfording any excuse for imperfect 
préparation ; and fnrther, that any one who should accept the posi- 
tion of a selected candidate without the intention of using ail 
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diligence to qualify himself for the service, wonld be acting unfaii^ 
alike to the Government of India and to the candidate who might 
hâve been selected in his place. Each candidate, in choosing his 
place of résidence, should carefolly consider what facilities will be 
afforded him for the prosecution of his studios : and in this respect 
it should be remembered that London offers advantages for the 
study of law, and also, perhaps, of some of the vemacular lan- 
guages, which can be obtained in no other part of the United 
Kingdom. 

The Régulations relating to the periodical Examinations to be 
nndergone during the period of probation hâve already been com- 
municated to every candidate. That there may be no misappre- 
hension on the subject, a second copy of those Régulations is here- 
with enclosed. After each Examination, the half-yearly allowance* 
wil] be paid to those candidates who shall hâve passed to the satis- 
faction of the Commissioners. Déductions may be made from this 
allowance in the case of candidates whose examination is unsatis- 
factory, in proportion to the degree of their deficiency. After each 
examination prizes will be awarded. 

The following instructions will suffice to indicate generally the 
course of study to be pursued in the several subjects, but spécial 
instructions with référence to the préparation required for each of 
the periodical Examinations will be given at the proper time.

Every candidate will be required to pass to the satisfaction of

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the set of reports sent in by a candidate in any half-year fall below 
a reasonable standard, either in the choice of subject-matter or in 
the manner of treating it, or should the vivâ voce examination 
show that no snfficient knowledge of the meaning and conduct of 
the proceedings reported has been gained, the candidate may be 
required to attend and report a farther number of cases from such 
Courts as the Civil Service Commissioners may prescribe. 

The object aimed at in this course of reporting is, that the can- 
didate should acquire clear ideas as to the conduct of a judicial 
inquiry into such facts as form the ordinary staple of business in 
the civil and criminal Courts of this country, and some familiarity 
with the principles on which the rules of évidence and procédure 
enforced in those Courts are founded. Candidates will, therefore, 
do well to avoîd (for the first year at least) cases involving abstruse 
légal questions or diffîcult technicalities. 

The following points are to be attended to in the préparation, 
&c., of the reports : — 

(a.) Each report should contain the title of the Court, the names 
of the judge and the partie^, the time and place of trial, 
and the matter of the charge, cause of action, &c. The 
reports should state, fuUy and methodically, the substance 
of the évidence given (reporting it in the first person, and 
marking whether it was elicited in chief, cross, or re- 
examination) — the objections made to évidence, whether 
oral or documentary — the points, if any, on which a con- 
fiict of évidence has arisen— the arguments of counsel — 
the view taken by the judge— and the ultimate resuit ; 
besides noting the course of procédure, and any other 
détails which may appear worthy of observation. 

(b.) The candidate is to underline in the body of his report such 
portions of the évidence as appear to him specially cogent 
and material, and to state in the margin opposite, in the 
shortest possible note, the reason why. 

(c.) In addition to the more extended report, a very short 
analytical statement of each case is to be given, showing, 
in criminal cases, the facts necessary to constitute the 
offence charged, and, in civil cases, the exact points in 
issue, with the bearing of the évidence upon them. In 
working out this summary, clearness and précision should 
be steadily kept in view.

Indian Civil Engineering Collège, Cooper's Hill, Surrey. 

Bevised Prospectus for 1871. 

This Collège has been established at Cooper's Hill, Surrev, under the 
orders of tbe Secretary of State for India in Council, in view to the éduca- 
tion of Civil Engineers for the service of Government in the Indian Public 
Works Department. The Collège course will ordinarily extend over tbree 
years (subjcot to the exceptions stated in paragraphe 6 and 7), and ail the 
students who puiss through it successfully will be appointed to the Indian 
Public Works Department as Assistant Engineers, second grade, — the salary 
of which grade is Rs. 4200 (about 420/.) per annum,— and will be provided 
with a free passage to India. The System which it is in contemplation to 
pursue is describâ in the foUowing Régulations : — 

2. Admission to the Collège will be obtained by Compétitive Examination, 
to which ail British-bom subjects between the âges of 17 and 21 years on 
the Ist day of the Autumn term,* and of sound constitution, who cun 

Êroduce satisfactory testimonials of good moral charaoter, will be eligibl& 
' this évidence should be prima facie satisfactory, appUcants will be allowed 
to compete ; but further évidence will, if necessary, be required from the 
suoœssful candidates. Intending competitors will be required to fumish

Arithmetic, Algebra, 
Geometry (first four and sixth books of Euclid), Mensuration, 
and Plane Trigonometry, in which the candidate will be re- 
quired to obtain not less than one-fourth of the aggregate 
marks afisigned to thenu 

5. A minimum of one-flfth of the total number of marks allowed for eaoh 
subject (except Mathematics) will be deductcd from ail marks gained by a 
candidate in it at the Compétitive Examination. 

6. The fifty candidates who, qualifying in the obligatory subjects, obtain 
tlie highest aggregate number of murks, will either be admitted to the 
Collège, or such of them as shall hâve alrcady completed their professional 
studies, and shall hâve passed not less than ono ycar as pupil to a Civil or 
Mechanical Eiigineer in actual practicc, may apply to be at once examined 
in the subjects "^ comprising the final qualifying standard for the Engineer 
service. This EKamlnation will embrace, in addition to papers on theoretical 
subjects, the exécution of a certain quantity of drawing, estimating, survey- 
ing, &c., which will occupy some wecks in performance, and it will be 
oonducted at the Collège, but by iudepcndeiit Examiners. A candidate who 
nndergoes this Examination successfully will thereon be at once appointed to 
the public service as an Assistant Engineer, second grade, and the Collège 
fee for one term which had to be paid in advance will be remittâ. 
Should the candidate, however, not hâve already served a pupilage as 
above, he will be placed with a Civil or Mechanical Engineer, selccted with 
the approval of the Secretary of State, to go through a pructical course, at 
his own expense, on the satisfactory completion of which he will reçoive 
bis appointment.

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7. Similarly, students who, althongh not coming tip to the Ml standard 
of qualification, may be reported by tbe Examinera to be sufBoientlv 
advanced ta their professional studios to enter at onoe on the second year^ 
course, will be plaioed in the second year's dass of the Oollege ac- 
oordingly. 

8. The Collège course will eztend, as above stated, over three years, each 
divided into three terms, wlth vacations of four weeks at Christmas, two 
weeks at Easter, and seven weeks in the Summer. The Easter term begins 
on the 15th January, and ends on the Wednesday next before Easter 
Sunday. The Summer term begins fourteen days afterwards, and ends 
on the 29th July. The Autumn term begins on the 16th Scptember, and 
ends on the 18th December. [But on the flrat opening of the Collège the 
Autumn term will begin in August.] 

9. An annual charge of 150/. will be made for each student, in three pay- 
ments of 50/. per term, which must be paid in advance to the Accountant- 
Genersd, India Office. 

10. But in the case of a student whose parents or guardians may repre- 
sent their inability to defray tbe whole of this charge, payment ot a part 
not ezceeding 20/. per term or 60/. per annum can be deferred, and effected 
by déductions from the Rtudent's salary during the three firet years after bis 
admission to the Government service. In such case he will be required to 
signify beforehand his own consent to the arrangement, and seourity must 
be glven for payment of the deferred portions of the Collège fées, in the 
event of the student failing to enter the Government service. The needful 
form of application for admission to the beneflt of this rule will be obtain- 
able, after July next, at the Public Works Department of the India Office. 

11. Of the nine tenus into which the Collège course is divided, it is 
intended that two terms at least in the third year, with the intervening 
vacation, shall be passed by the student under a Civil or Mechanioal 
Engineer, or partly under each. The fées to the Engineere under whom the 
students are thus detached will be paid by the Indlan Gk>vemment, and an 
allowance of five shillings a day will also be mado to the student, for lodging 
money and in lieu of commons while absent from the Collège during term 
time. This third year's couree of practical instruction will, however, be 
dispensed with in the case of those students who hâve alrçady gone through 
an équivalent course before entering the Collège.

13. The profidenoy of the students in the studies pursued tRillb^^ssâ^^ 
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by periodical Ezaminations, and by assîgning values to the drawings, snr- 
Yeys, reports, &c., ezecuted by them wbile at the Collège, as well as to the 
work done while detached under Civil or Mechanical Engineers. 

14. A certain minimum of qualification will be required in each of the 
obligatory subjects, as well as a certain minimum of average proficiency in 
ail mose subjects taken together, as tested by the a^gregato marks gained : 
but students will be encouraged to pursue more particularly those branches 
of either the obligatory or voluntary course for which they may show spécial 
aptitude. 

15. This qualifylng standard of proficiency as above defined, and as fized 
for each year, is to be attained by the student at the end of the first and 
second year, failing which he will not be allowed to remain at the Collège. 

16. A final Examination will be held at the end of the third year, in 
July. This final Examination will also include Latin, Greek, French, and 
German as optional subjects, althongh no instruction wiU be given in them 
at the Collège. The whole subjects of examination will be divided into 
four branches, viz. : — 

I. Engineering, including Drawing and Surveying. 
II. Mathematics, including the Mechanics of Engineering. 

III. Physical Science. 

IV. Languages, ancient and modem, including Hindustani and 

History and Geography of India. 

The proficiency of the students will be recorded separately in each of 
thèse branches in order of merit. 

17. Ail the students who attain the prescribed qualifylng standard at the 
final Examination will be appointed to the public service on the tenus 
already stated. They will be required to embark for India in the beginning 
of October following. 

18. In the case of those subjects of which the required course may be 
completed by the end of the second year, the marks gained at the Examina- 
tion in that year will be carried forward to the student's crédit in the final 
Examination. 

19. The System of instruction will be partly what is usually termed pro- 
fessorial, by delivery of lectures, and partly tutorial, that is, in supervision 
of and assistance given to the students in their work. There will oe speoi- 
fied courses of lectiu^s and times of instruction, at which attendance will 
be obligatory, but the professors and instructors in each branch will also 
give additional instruction to those who désire it.

21. Additional lecturers will be engaged from time to time for spécial 
subjects, as Architecture, Geology, &c., as well as spécial Examiners for the 
Examinations. 
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22. A laboratory and model-room will be attached to the Collège. 

23. The sole responaibility for the discipline and management of the 
Collège and for the gênerai superintendence of the étudies ia vested in 
the Président. 

24. The students will be distributed in sections, eaoh containing from 
ten to twenty, under personal charge of one of the Professors or Assistant 
Professors selected as tutor by the Président, to whom the tutor will be 
responsible for ezeroising a certain degree of personal supervision over each 
student in lus division, and for conducting orainary correspondence with the 
student's friends. 

25. Eaoh student will be provided with a separate room fumished, and 
with fuel and light, also with the neoessary attendanœ. He will be required 
to supply his own linen, &c.. for use in his rooms. Students will dine in hall. 
They may take other meals in their own rooms, certain fixed allowances 
being supplied as commons. Additional articles required will be supplied 
from the Collège kitchen at a fixed tanff, under such rules as may from time 
to time be made. Wine can also be supplied at cost prioe from the Collège 
cellar. 

26. The neoessary provision will be made for the performance of divine 
service at or near the Collège. 

27. Students will be required to wear academical dress under such régu- 
lations as may be prescribed by the Président. 

28. Students will be requirea to make their own arrangements for médical 
attendance when necessary, ftrom persons approved by the Président 

Pabtioulabs Beqardinq THE Indian Publio Works Department. 

29. The Engineer establishment of the Indian Public Works Department, 
in whioh successful students in the Collège will be entitled to appointments, 
consists of the staff of Engineers, military and civil, engagea on the con- 
struction and maintenance of the varions public works undertaken by the^ 
State in India. According to the latest retums the staff comprises 896 
officers, of whom 863 were military men, and 533 civilians. 

80. This branch of the public service is of comparatively récent origin, 
and its expansion has been rapid, the total strength of the Department

34. There are usually two Chief Engineers in each province, one at the 
head of the Boads ancf Buildings Branch, and the other of the Irrigation 
Brancii of the Do|)artmont ; but in the smaller provinces ail the public 
works are under a single Chief Engineer. The Punjab Bailwuy, the flrst 
of the new ruilways undertaken by tho State, is under a separate Chief 
Engoncer. According to the latcst retums there were in ail 17 Chief 
Engineers for the twolve provinces into which, for administrative purposes, 
British India is divided, of whom six had charge of the buildings and roads 
branches, and flve of tlic irrigation branches respectivcly of their provinces ; 
five were Chief Engineers of smaller provinces, and one had charge of a 
State railway. Again, six of thoso Chief Engineers were in the flrst class, 
and the remainder in the second and third class. The Chief Engineer is 
also usually Secretary to the Provincial Government in the Public Works 
Department. 
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35. Each province or class of works within a province is divided into 
oircles, under Superintending Engineers. The last retums show tbat there 
were altogether 55 offîoers of thls rank in the Department, of whom 22 had 
charge of circles of buildings and road works, 12 of circles of irrigation works 
or Unes of canals, 12 of misoellaneous works, and 9 of Unes or portions of 
lines of State railway& 

86. The Superintending Engineers are divided under the régulations of 
the Public Works Gode in equal proportions among the three classes. 

87. The actual exécution of work is conduoted by the Executive and 
Assistant Engineers. The sanctioned establishment of thèse officers (as 
well as of the higher ranks) varies from timo to time according to the 
requirements of the public service, but it is provided by the régulations that 
of the aggregate number maintained at any time the Assistant Engineers 
shall be 60 per cent, in excess of the Executive. 

88. Of the total number of Executive Engineers sanctioned for any pro- 
vince, it is provided tbat Aths shaU belong to the first grade, i^ths to the 
second and third each, and i^ths to the fourth. Of the Assistant Engineers 
attached to a province one third belong to the first grade, the remainder 
with the apprentioes to the otber two. 

89. Civil Engineers appointed to the Department from the new Civil 
Engineering Collège enter as assistants, second grade. Tbey will eithcr be 
placed at tbe disposai of the Government of India, and will be posted on 
arrivai to one of the provinces under the administration of that Govern- 
ment, "^ or else they will be sent in the first instance to Madras or Bombay, 
in which case tbey will not be liablo to transfer from those provinces. 

40. Promotions from one grade or class to another are dépendent on the 
occurrence of vacancies in the sanctioned establishment, and are regulated 
in the foUowing way : — 

41. Promotions of tbeir Assistant and Executive Engineers in Madras, 
Bombay, Bengal, North-West Provinces, and Punjab, are made by the Go- 
vermnents of those provinces respectively, but the promotions of the officers 
of thèse classes serving in the seven smaUer provinces are made from one 
gênerai list by the Government of India. 

42. Promotions to Superintending and Chief Engiueer are made on one 
gênerai list for ail India, except in Madras and Bombay, where the vacancies 
in ail grades are fiUed up by the Local Government from the officers serving 
under them respectively. 

43. Promotion is made whoUy by sélection : roere seniority is considered 
to confer no claim to it.

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SUMMABY OF THE BULES AS TO LeAYE OF ABSENCE AND PENSIONS 

Applicable to Civil Enginbebs in India. 

Leave cf Absence, 

Leave of absence on médical certificate may be granted with allow- 
ances within Indîan limits as often as necessary, so as not to 
exceed 3 years in ail ; beyond Indîan limits only twice ; any 
further leave will be without allowance. 

Leave on private affairs and furlough, 6 months every 6 years, or 
1 year after 10 years' service, and another year after 18 years' 
service. 

Privilège leave, 1 month each year if without înjury to the 
service. This may accumnlate for 3 years. 

Preparatory or additional leave, 14 days, more or less, for prépara- 
tion and proceeding to sanatarium or port of embarkation. This 
leave cannot therefore be added to privilège leave.

To an officer on sîck leave, half-pay for 15 months ; affcerwards, 
one-foorth.

Direct Commissions. 

It Î8 iinderstood that the Examinations for Direct Commissions 
are snspended for the présent. The folio wing Eegulations were 
those last in force : — 

I. The Examinations of candidates for Direct Commissions will 
be held in London at such periods as the exigencies of the service 
may require, and be conducted under the direction of the Civil 
Service Commissioners by Examiners appoînted for the purpose. 
The number of candidates summoned to attend each Examination 
will be limited to the requirements of the service. 

II. The âge of candidates examined for direct appointments 
will be, mitil further notice, from 17 to 20 years for the infantry, 
from 17 to 22 years for the cavalry, and from 17 to 26 years for 
colonial corps. 

III. The candidate will be examined by a Médical Board, to 
ascertain that he is in every point of view, as regards his physical 
constitution, fit for military service. 

He will be required to produce the following certificates, which 
must be forwarded to the Military Secretary, Horse Guards, 8.W., 
as soon as possible after the receipt of the Military Secretary's 
order to attend for examination. 

(a.) A Certificate of Baptism, or other satisfactory proof of his 
âge. 

(b,) A Certificate from a Minister of the Church or of the déno- 
mination to which he belongs, that he has been dnly 
instructed in the principles of religion. 

(c.) A Certificate of good moral character, signed by a clergy- 
man of the parish to which he belongs, or by the tutor or 
head of the school or collège at which he has received his 
éducation for at least the two preceding years ; or such 
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other proof of good moral oliaracter as wiU be satisfactory 
to the Commander-in-Chief. 
(d,) A statement of the subjects in which he wishes to be 
examîned.

V. Of the foregoing subjects, the elementary branches of Mathe-

5. In the Examination in Classics, passages will be given for 
translation from the books usually read at schools ; grammatical 
questions will be set, and English passages also given for transla- 
tion into the Latin and Greek languages. 

VI. The resuit of each Examination will be rei^orted to the 
Commander-in-Chief, and the names of any candidates who dis- 
tinguish themselves will be specially brought to his notice. 

YII. An unsuccessful candidate will not be debarred from 
applying to the Commander-in-Chief for permission to attend a 
future Examination. No candidate, however, will be allowed 
more than three trials. 

Should a candidate obtain only between 700 and 1200 marks, he 
wiU not be allowed to présent himself for re-examination for at 
least six months. If he obtains less than 700 marks, a period of 
at least twelve months must elapse before he can be allowed to 
présent himself again. 

In ail cases permission to be re-examined must dépend upon the 
number of applicants on the list. 

In subséquent Examinations no crédit will be given for the 
marks gained by a candidate on former occasions. 

In the event of a candidate not appearing for examination at 
the time appointed, such candidate will not be permitted to attend 
on the next occasion, and he will render himself liable to hâve his 
name either erased entirely or placed at the bottom of the list of 
those noted for examination. 

VIIT, A student at either of the Universities of Oxford, Cam- 
bridge, Dublin, London, St. Andrews, Glasgow, Aberdeen, Edin- 
burgh, or Queen*s University, Ireland, who shall hâve passed the 
examination necessary for taking a Degree in Arts, is qualified for 
a commission by purchase without being required to pass the fore- 
going Examination, providcd he is within the limits of 17 and 23 
years of âge if for the infantry, 17 and 26 years if for the cavalry, 
and of 17 and 28 years for colonial corps, and can produce the 
certificates marked (a), (6), and (c). 

Sach candidate must furnish a certificate of having graduated, 
or of having passed the Examinations, signed by the Eegistrar of 
the University, and showing the date ou which the Examination 
took place. 

On his application being approved, the candidate will reçoive an 
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order to be medically examined as to his physioal fitaees for the 
service. 

The candidate will address hîs application, aocompanied by the 
neoessary certiûoates, to the Military Secretary, Horse Goards.

EOYAL MILITARY ACADEMY; AT WOOLWICH. 

General Eegulations. 

[N.B. — Thèse Begulatîons will corne into force in the Midsummer 
Examination, 1871, as regards the subjeots of examination for 
admission. The âge of candidates for admission to be 16 to 19 
years, until the Examination in the winter of 1871, when it will be 
16 to 18 è years. At subséquent Examinations the limit of âge in 
thèse Eegulations will be enforced.] 

Ohject of the Royal Military Academy, 

1. The Boyal Military Academy is maintained for the purpose 
of afifording a preparatory éducation to candidates for the Royal 
Artillery and Royal Engineers; this éducation will be chîefly 
technical, and will in no obligatory subject be carried beyond the 
point useful to both corps alike. 

Régulations foftr Admission, &c, 

2. The number of cadets willvary according to the requirements 
of the service. 

3. Admission will be determined by compétition, unaccompanied 
by nomination. Notice will be given from tîme to time of the 
Examinations for admission, which will be conducted under the 
Buperintendence of the Civil Service Commissioners, and will take 
place half-yearly at Christmas and Midsummer. 

4. The limits of âge for admission will be from 16 to 18. 

5. Any gentleman who wishes to présent himself at one of the 
Compétitive Examinations, must send in his name to the Military 
Secretary at the Horse Guards one month before the time of his 
Examination, forwarding with his application to be examined the 
foUowing papers : — 

Ist. An extract from the register of his baptism, or in default of 
that a déclaration taken by one of his parents before ^ 
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magistrate, givîng his exact âge. When the register of 
baptism does not contain the date of birth, it shonld be 
accompanied by a mémorandum, signed by one of his 
parents or gnardians, statîng the day on whîch the can- 
didate was bom. 

2nd. A certificate of good moral character, signed by a clergy- 
man of the parish to whioh he belongs, and by the tutor 
or head of the school or collège at which he has received 
his éducation for at least the two preceding years, or such 
other proof of good moral character as will be satisfactory 
to the Field-Marshal Commanding-in-Chief. 

drd. A statement of the subjects of examination in which he 
may désire to be examined. 

A candidate who has been examined before, when he applies for 
leave to présent himself again, will only be required to forward 
the list of subjects he sélects, and a certificate from his tutor or 
the head of his school, &c., for the interval between the two 
Examinations. 

6. The candidates will be inspected by military surgeons on the 
first day of the Examination, in order that it may be ascertained 
that they are free from any bodily defects or ailments calcnlated 
to interfère with the performance of military duties. Extrême 
short sight, or any serions defect of vision, is regarded as a dis- 
qualification. 

7. The number of trials allowed will not exceed three. 

8. Every candidate will be required to pass a Qualifying Exami- 
nation in the following subjects, whether he takes them up among 
those in which he wishes to compete or not, viz. : — 

(1.) Mathematîcs, viz, Arithmetic, including the use of Common 
Logarithms ; Algebra, including Quadratic Equations, the 
Binomial Theorem, Arithmetical and Geometrical Pro- 
gressions; Geometry, as far as the Sixth Book of Euclid, 
inclusive. 

(2.) French or German. 

(3.) English Writing from Dictation. 

(4.) Geometrical Drawing. 

The qualification required in thèse subjects shall be : — In 
Mathematics, one-half of the total number of marks allotted to the 
paper; in French or German, one-fourth. The candidate must 
satisfy the Examiner that he can write English correctly from 
dictation, and in Geometrical Drawing he must draw with accuracy , 
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neatness, and to scale, the several problems of Enolîd, for which 
he must gain 100 marks ont of a maximnm of 300 nominally 
assigned to it. 

The marks gained in any subject of the Qnalifying Examination, 
wîth the exception of Mathematics, will not be coonted for com- 
pétition, ezcept when the candidate takes up that subject as one 
of those in which he wishes to compete.

13. The pay of a cadet is 3s. a day, it is issued to cover the 
expense of regimental clothing, mossing, washing, and other con- 
tingencies. AU other necessary expenses of this nature, as well as 
weekly pocket-money, postage of lottors, bootmaker's and tailor's 
bills for repairs, &c., which cannot be covcrod by his pay, will be 
ohargcable to his parent or guardian in addition to the rogulated 
contribution. 

14. Ëach cadet on first joining will be requircd to pay, in 
addition to the regulated contribution, a sum of 25/. to cover the 
expense of uniform, books, &c., and to bring with him the articles 
of dothing of which he will receive notice, and which must after- 
wards be kept up at his own expense. Ile will also be required to 
pay the regulated contribution in advance, for each half-year of the 
time during which he remains under instruction ; and a deposit of 
51, on account for contingent expenses, which latter sum ho will 
be required to make up on returning to the Royal Military Academy 
after each vacation, to cover any expense that may bo incurred ou 
his account during the ensuing half-year. 

Oovemment and Organization, 

15. The Fiold-Marshal Commanding-in-Chief will be the Prési- 
dent of the Royal Military Academy. 

16. An independent inspection by a Roard of Visitors, appointed 
by the Secretary of State for War, and reporting to him, will be 
made once a year. Such visitors will not bo a permanent body, 
but will not ail be changed at the same time. The report of this 
Bo'ard will be presented to Parliament. 

17. The Academy will be under the control of a Govemor, a 
military man, selectod with spécial référence to his qualifications 
for Buperintending both instruction and discipline, and appointed 
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by and responsable to the Secretary of State for War, throngh the 
Pield-Marshal Commanding-în-Chief. 

18. The organization will be on a military basîs. 

19. The cadets will form one company under a captain, assisted 
by four lieutenants, charged with the discipline out of studios and 
the drill, one of whom. will be adjutant and quartermaster. 

20. The profesBors and instructors may be either military men 
or civilians. 

21. The professors and instructors will hâve certain limited 
powers of punishment, within and without the halls of study at 
the discrétion of the Govemor, to whom they will report ail 
punishments which they may inflict. 

22. No professer or instructor shall gîve private instruction to 
a cadet, either during the vacation or at any other time ; or be 
allowed to prépare candidates for admission to the Academy. 

23. The Govemor will hâve the absolute power of rustication 
and removal, and also of sentencing a cadet for misconduct to lose 
places in the list of successful candidates for commissions ; when 
expulsion is necessary, the case will be referred to the Secretary of 
State through the Field-Marshal Commanding-in-Chîef. 

24. The name of any cadet expelled for misconduct will be 
recorded in the office of the Field-Marshal Commanding-in-Chief, 
and will be made known to the First Lord of the Admîralty, 
and to the Secretary of State for India, in order to prevent hîs 
being admitted into Her Majesty's Naval, Military, or Indian 
Service. 

25. A sword will be given at each final Examination as a spécial 
reward for excellence in conduct. 

26. The Governor will cause regîsters to be kept of ail serions 
punishments awarded, and of the offences which hâve caused 
them. 

27. He will inspect accounts of every description connected with 
the Academy, and certify those which require it. 

Course of Instruction, 

28. The length of the course of instruction will be two years and 
a half. 

29. If any cadet fail to come up to the required standard at two 
Examinations, or be found unable to qualify in his studios for a 
commission within three years, to be counted from the commence- 
ment of the term in which he first joins, or to acquire a suffîcient 
profioienoy in military exercises, he will be removed.

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sion of the above perîod of three years will be ^^ranted on acconnt 
of absence from any cause excepting illness. Cases of protracted 
absence on account of illness will be specially refeired for décision 
to the Secretary of State for War through the Field-Marshal Corn- 
manding-in-Chief.

The examiner is roouested to road over tho passages marked *'For 
Dictation/* flrst, that tho candidates may gathor its gênerai Ipurport; a 
second tinie, slowly, that they niay hâve ample time to write it down ; a 
third timOf that they may hâve an opportunity of oorreoting and puno- 
tuating what they hâve writton. Kuled Unes sliould not bo allowed. Ail 
full stops should bo anuounoed.] 

The physical organization of the native of Bengal is foeble oyon to 
efrenûnacv. He livos in a constant vapour bath. His pursuits are sedon- 
tary, his limbs délicate, his movomonts languid. Dnring many âges he 
has iM^n tramplod npon by mon of boldor and moro hardy brecds. Courage, 
indoi)ondonco, veracity, are qnalities to winch his constitution and nia 
situation aro equallv unfavourable. His miud bears a singular analogy to 
his Ixxiy. It is woak even to helplessness, for pur{)ost's of manly resistuioe ; 
but its supplonoss and its tact movo the childron of stornor climates to 
admiration not unmingled with contempt. AU those arts whioh are the 
natural defence of the woak are familiar to tliis subtle race. Large 
promises, smooth excuses, elaborato tissues of oirouiustantial falseho(xL 
equivooation, porjury, forgery, are the woapons, offensive and defenslTe, of 
tlie people of tho Lowor Gauges. AU those millions did not furnish one 
sepoy to the armies of the Company. But as usurers, as money-changers, 
as sharp légal praotitioners, no olaiss of human beings could bear a oom- 
parison with them. With ail his softnoss, the Bengaleo is bv no means 
placable in his onmitios or prono to pity. The portinaoity witn whioh he 
adhères to his purposos yiolds only to tho immédiate prossuro uf fear. Not 
does he lack a certain kind of courage which is often wanting to his 
mastors. To inévitable evils he is sometimes found to omiose a passive 
fortitude, suoh as tlie Stoics attributed to their idéal pnilosophor. A 
European warrior who rushes on a battery of cannon with a cheer wiU 
sometimes shriek under the surgeon*s knife, and fall into an agony of 
despair at the sentence of death. But the Bengalee has beon known to 
endure torture with the flrmness of an ancient Roman, and to mount the 
soafTold with tho stoady stop and even puise of tho bravost of Britic^ 
patriots. 



In tho succeeding six years Oliver sent to the pross somo things which 
hâve survivod and many which havo porislied. Ûo producod articles for 
reviews, magazines, and newspapors; children's booKS, whioh, bound in 
gilt paper and adorned witli hideous woodcuts, anpeared in tho window of 
uie once far-fumed shop at the corner of St. Paul s Churohyard ; a super- 
floial and incorreot) but very readable, history of England in a séries of 
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letters, purporting to be addressed by a nobleman to his son ; and some 
very lively and amusing sketches of London society in a séries of letters 
purporting to be addressed by a Chinese traveller to his friends. AU thèse 
Works were anonymous, but some of them were well known to be Qold- 
smith's, and he gradually rose in the estimation of the booksellers for 
whom he drudged. He was indeed emphatically a popular writer. For 
accurate research or grave disquisition he was not well qualiôed by nature 
or by éducation. He knew nothing acourately. His reading had been 
desultory, nor had he meditated deeply on what he had read. He had 
seen much of the world, but he had noticed and retained little more of 
iHiat he had seen than some grotesque incidents and characters which 
had happened to strike his fancy. But though his mind was scantily 
stored with materials, he used what materials he had in such a way as to 
produce a wonderful effect. There hâve been many greater writers, but 
perhaps no writer was ever more uniformly agreeable. His style was 
always pure and easy, and on proper occasions pointed and energetic. His 
narratives were always amusing, his descriptions always picturesque, his 
humour rich and joyous, yet not without an occasional tinge of amiable 
sadness. About everything that he wrote, serions or sportive, there was a 
certain natural grâce and décorum, hardly to be expected from a man a 
great part of whose life had been passed among thieves and beggars in 
those squalid dens which are the reproach of great capitals.

And as the 
poUecy of men is continnualy warped by their temper, no sooner was peece 
made with HoUand, than he began to delibbarate what new ennemy he 
should invaid with his victoryus arms. The extensive empire and yet 
extreem weekness of Spain in the West Indies ; the viggerus curridge and 
great navel power of England ; were sircamstences which, when cumpared, 
exited the ambition of the entirprizing protecter, and made him hope that 
he might, by some gainfull conquist, render for ever illustreus that domin-

nion whioh he had asumed over his oontry. Bhould he fail in thèse 
durable acqueâitions, tho Indian trcsures, whioh must evory ycer travverse 
the océan to reoch Spiiin, woro, ho thought, a sure preyto the English 
navy, and would sunort his milletory force without his laying now burdons 
on his discontentoa pcaple. From France a viggerus risisteuce must be 
expected : no plundre, no conquists could be ho^d for ; the proggriss of 
his arms, even if atendcd with suxoss, must there be slow & gradduel : 
and the advantidges a(iuirod, howovcr réel, would be less striking to the 
multetude whom it was his iiitarist to alure. Tho royal fammely, so 
olosely connoctod with the Fronch monnork, might resceve groat asisteilM^ 
from that naboring kingdom ; and nn army of Fronch protistents, landed 
in Ëngland, would be ablo, he dredded, to unité the most oposit factions 
aganst the pressent usirpntion.

If 
the fault is mine, strip me of tlio command, and, if that is not enough, 
yisit me with furthor penulties. If the fault is yours, may no god or man 
ariso, Quirites, to punish your sins, but may it suffîce that you repent 
them.
